ROME, May 5.—In diplomatic circles 
it has been learned thet Austria has 
increased its offers of territorial com- 
pensation in return for continued Italian 
neutrality. Count Goluchoweki, formerly 
Austrian foreign minister, is expected to 
arrive in Rome tomorrow. He/fs the 
bearer of a special message from the 
Vienna government and will be teceived 
at once by the king and Baron Sonnino. 

It is believed here the count brings the 
reply of the dual—monarchy to Italy's 
demand, made through Prince von Bue- 
low, that Austria make a clear state- 
ment of its intentions. 

New Attitude of Austria. 

According to the informant of the cor- 
respondent, Austria is now prepared to 
make any territorial and political sac- 
rifices to prevent war with Italy. The 
Vienna government, however, insists that 
Italy enter into a new and stronger triple 
alliance. This Italy is not ready to do. 

Those in the confidence of high gov- 
ernment officials here believe that the 
cabinet council today discussed this point 
and that it was decided to set a short 
time limit to the Italo-Austrian nego- 
tiations. 

It is said to have been on this account 
that the king decided not to go to Genoa, 
as in case of intervention the monarch 
ia constitutionally bound to make the dec- 
laration of war, hence his presence and 
that of all the ministers at Rome Is indis- 
pensable. 

War Fades, Another Report...

ROME, May 5.—In official quarters,

Similar tactics are said to 
have been adopted by the Germans in 
their attack north of Ypres last Sunday. 

“ About 5 o’clock in the evening,” the

suffocating vapors was launched from 
their trenches along the whole front held 
by the French right and by our left from 
the Ypres-Langemarck road to a con- 
siderable distance east of St. Julien. The 
fumes did not carry much beyond our 
front trenches, but these were to a great 
extent rendered untenable and a retire- 
ment from them was ordered. 

“No sooner had this started than the 
enemy opened a violent bombardment 
with asphyxiating shells and shrapnel on 
our trenches and on our infantry as they 
were withdrawing. 


British Shell German Trenches. 
** Meanwhile our guns had not been idle. 


From a distance, perhaps owing to some 


peculiarity of the light, the gas on this 
occasion looked like a great reddish cloud, 
and the moment it was geen our batteries 
poured a concentrated fire on the German 
trenches. 

“ Curious situations then arose between 
us and the enemy in the poison belt, the 
upper part shredding into thin wreaths 
of vapor as it was shaken by the wind, and 
the lower and denser part sinking into all 
inequalities of the ground and rolling 
slowly down the trenches. Shells would 
rend it for a moment, but it only settled 
down again as thickly &% before. . . 

‘“* Nevertheless the German infantry 
faced it and they faced a hail of shrapnel 
as well. In some cases where the gas had 
not reached our lines our troops held firm 
and shot through the cloud at the advanc- 
ing Germans. 


Meet Germans with Bayonet. 

“In other cases our men holding the 
front line managed to move to the flank, 
where they were more or leas beyond the 
affected area. Here they waited until 
the enemy came on, and then bayoneted 
them ywhen they reached our trenches. 

“On the extreme left our supports 
waited until the wall of vapor reached 
our trenches, when they charged through 
it an@ met the advancing Germans with 
the bayonet as they swarmed over the 
parapets.

Aim to Exhaust Germans. 

_“ The true ideas of the meaning of the 
operations of the allies can be gained only 
by beaging in mind that it is their primary, 
object’ to bring about the exhaustion of 
the ememy’s resources in men. The ex; 
tent of the ground covered by either side, 
as measured on the map, is usually a 
minor matter, though a position of cer- 
tain points or of areas may, for tactical 
reasons, be of considerable military im- 
Dortance. Progress, therefore, as a rule 
may be judged by the drain caused to the 
enemy’s strength and not by the extent of 
ground won or lost. 

“In the form now assumed by this 
struggle—a war of attrition—the Germans 
are bound umimately to lose, and it is the 
consciousnéss of this fact that inspires 
their present policy. This is to achieve 
as early as possible some success of suf- 
ficient magnitude to influence the neutrals 
to discourage the allies and to make them 
weary of the struggle, and to induce the 
belief among people ignorant of war that 
nothing has been gained by the past ef- 
forts of the allies because the Germans 
have not yet been driven back. 


Germans Hold Political Object? 
“ It is being undertaken with a political 
rather than a strategical object. It is to 
that extent from a miNtary standpoint a 
sign of weakness. Another sign of weak- 
ness is the adoption of illegal methods of 
fighting, such as spreading poisonous 
gas. It is a confession by the Germans 
that they have lost their former great 
superiority in artillery and are, at any 
cost, seeking another technical advan- 
tage over their enemy as a substitute. 
“ Neverthelesy this spirit, this deter- 
mination on the part of our enemies to 
stick at nothing, must not be underesti- 
mated. Though it may not pay the Ger- 
mans in the long run, it renders it all the 
more obvious that they are a foe that can 
be overcome only by the force of over- 
whelming numbers of men and guns,’’

Bankers Oppose Administration, 

These proposals have been put forth fol- | 
lowing the statements emanating from 
the present meeting of directors of the 
American Bankers’ association in favor 
of removing the ec retary of the treasury 
and the controller of the currency from 
the federal reserve board. The bankers 
are insisting that all political influence 
be taken out of the banking system. 

The administration is determined to 
‘keep its finger in the game, even if it has 
to go so far as to admit that ite stand 
during the long fight in the senate over 
the federal reserve act was wrong, 

During thet fight Senators Hitcheock 
and Reed, insurgent Democrats, advo- 
cated practically every one of the projects 
the administration is now putting forth 

to regulate the banks, Senator Hitch- 
ak particularly condemned the provi- 
sions in. the law which prevent individ- 
uals from dealing directly with the dis- 
trict rewerve banks. Under the law only 
member banks in the district can dpal 
with the reserve bank. 


Want Loans Made Easier. 

Although Senator Hitchcock fought vig- 
orously during the consideration of the 
federal reserve act to create an open mar- 
ket for loans in the United States, admin- 
istration officials today were about ready 
to admit that there 1s no such market 
and that the law should be amended. 

The shortest cut toward the creation of 
better channels between industries and 
joans is believed to be through the amend- 
ment of the federal reserve act permitting 
business concerns and individuals to deal 
directly with the district reserve banksor 
their branches when unable to obtain 
money through the ordinary methods. 
This would jcreate a situation where the 
district res@rve banks would be compet- 
ing with the member banks in the various 
districts. 

Such a situation, the edministration 
now believes, would do much, however, 
toward forcing banks to accept more. 
loans and also to lower the rates of in- 
terest on business loans. — 7 


Banks Arbiters on Loans. 

- At the present time banks are not com- , 
pelled to lo6am tThoney to any one if they 
do not wish to do so, however attractive 
the loan may be. Investigation of the 
Riggs bank, as well as other banks, has

Cor- 
porations were formed, improved methods 
introduced for extracting the 
“lost ” whisky and companies were start- 
ed in Philadelphia, New Orieans, and 
other cities for the recovery of the barrel 
stave booze. 
In Chicago the business was conducted

BY ISHAM “RANDOLPH. 

It is indeed an honor to sn humble pri- 
wate citizen, standing alone, with no or- 
ganization back of him, to have the gov- 
ernor of a great state jump into the arena 
of controversy with him, as evidenced 
by the publication in THe TRIBUNE op 
May 3 of a defense of his waterway proj- 
ect and attack upon me. 

Our good governor has had my discus- 


. sion, which appeared in part in THE} 


TRIBUNE of May 3, before him for some 
days, and during that time has been 
“nursing his wrath to. keep it warm.” 
| Now, our good governor was once a judge, 
and, as judges go, was a pretty fair arti- 
cle, and fairness should have clung to him 
“when he laid off the ermine. 


“Attack of Mayoralty.” 

But I remember that he has since then 
suffered an attack of Chicago mayoralty, 
and that is calculated.to stifle the good 
that is in-a man. However, he should 
have retaihed a sufficient sense of fair- 
ness not to deliberately misrepresent an 
humble citizen who has the temerity to 
differ with him in his estimate of his pet 
enterprise—one which he trusts will add 
luster to his gubernatorial term. 

Before taking up that phase of the 
question let me accept with all humility 
my classification with my brother engi- 
neers whom he names. I believe that 
they havé gone wrong in this waterway 
business, and I trust that they may live 
to see the error of their ways.
